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SUMMARY OF BILL:    Creates an exception to mediation requirements in 
irreconcilable differences divorce proceedings if the court approves the filed 
marital dissolution agreement and parenting plan.  Grants court authority to 
require child support for a disabled child after the age of 18.  Requires the 30-
day notice of termination of a spouse’s health insurance as a result of divorce 
be filed with the court which is hearing the divorce.
